Russia's  richest  man  was  led  into  the  courthouse  through  a back 
entrance,  out  of  view  of  his  supporters.

Crowds  of  Parisians  and  tourists  - many  Americans  - lined  the  Champs 
Elysees  to  see  the  climax  of  the  most  prestigious  and  gruelling  event 
in  the  cycling  year.

It  would  be  wrong  to  say  that  the  French  have  taken  him  to  their 
hearts  - they  prefer  their  sporting  demigods  more  romantic  and  more 
French.  But  no  one  surely  can  now  contest  Lance  Armstrong's  claim  to 
being  one  of  the  great  athletes  of  the  age.

Another  former  senior  member  of  the  defence  intelligence  staff, 
Dr  Brian  Jones,  questioned  Mr  Blair's  assertion  that  Saddam  Hussein 
had  stockpiles  of  weapons  of  mass  destruction. 

The  BBC  programme  Panorama  also  reported  an  intelligence  source 
claiming  that  MI6  has  now  retracted  the  claim  that  Saddam  Hussein  had 
continued  to  produce  chemical  and  biological  agents.

Nigerians  are  likely  to  soon  face  fuel  price  increases,  following  the 
federal  high  court’s  decision  which  paves  the  way  for  the  reintroduction 
of  the  controversial  fuel  tax  and  also  outlaws  unions  from  striking  over 
non-employment  issues.  The  Nigeria  labour  congress  has  led  several 
general  strikes  over  the  last  year  in  protest  at  fuel  price  increases, 
which  followed  the  government's  decision  to  deregulate  the  purchase 
and  sale  of  fuel. 

Previously,  fuel  prices  have  been  kept  low  by  government  subsidy.  The 
petroleum  product's  pricing  regulatory  agency  said  in  a statement  it 
welcomed  the  high  court's  decision,  and  added  that  marketeers  were 
now  free  to  procure  products  and  release  them  to  the  public  subject  to 
guidelines.  Prices  have  been  effectively  frozen  while  the  court  reached 
its  decision. 

Nigeria  is  the  sixth  largest  exporter  of  crude  oil  within  OPEC  but  much 
of  the  revenue  generated  has  been  squandered  by  successive 
governments.  The  general  strikes  have  been  widely  supported  because 
many  Nigerians  feel  the  only  benefit  they  get  from  their  country's  oil 
wealth  is  cheap  subsidised  fuel.

The  eye  of  the  storm  passed  just  to  the  west  of  Grand  Cayman,  the 
largest  of  the  tiny  Cayman  Islands.

The  release  of  the  bold  young  newspaper  editor-in-chief  Cheng 
Yizhong  after  five  months  detention  without  trial  marks  a significant 
victory  for  those  who  mounted  a vigorous  campaign  against  the 
injustice  he  faced.  But  attention  will  now  focus  on  the  fate  of  his  two 
colleagues,  Yu  Huafeng  and  Li  Minying,  who  remain  in  jail  serving 
heavy  sentences  on  corruption  and  bribery  charges. 

The  case  of  the  three  men  from  the  Southern  Metropolis  News  in 
Guangdong  province  ignited  a storm  of  controversy  among  Chinese 
journalists,  lawyers  and  even  retired  officials.  Their  detention  was 
widely  seen  as  having  been  politically  motivated.  The  paper  incurred 

I the  wrath  of  the  authorities  in  the  province  in  April  last  year  after 
exposing  the  death  in  custody  of  a young  graphic  designer. 

Its  journalists  courted  further  official  anger  a few  months  later  when 
they  disclosed  a suspected  case  of  SARS  in  the  province.  Their  story 
is  seen  as  a symbol,  but  far  from  an  isolated  case,  of  the  hazards  which 
China's  investigative  journalists  face  when  they  confront  officialdom  in 
defence  of  what  they  and  many  ordinary  people  regard  as  the  public  i 
nterest.  Francis  Markus,  BBC  News,  Shanghai 
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This  election  was  a damning  indictment  of  Europe's  current  political 
leaders.  Most  people  either  voted  for  opposition  parties  or  didn't  bother 
to  vote  at  all. 

In  Germany  in  particular  the  scale  of  the  defeat  for  the  governing  Social 
Democrats  was  pretty  staggering.

Republic  and  elsewhere. 

But  overall,  the  new  parliament  will  not  be  too  dissimilar  from  the  old. 
Most  MEPs  will  be  pro-European,  with  the  centre-right  parties  forming 
the  biggest  group,  followed  by  the  socialists. 

The  parliament  meets  for  the  first  time  next  month  but  attention  in  the 
EU  is  already  switching  to  the  debate  on  the  proposed  European 
constitution.  EU  foreign  ministers  are  meeting  in  Luxembourg  today  to 
discuss  new  compromise  proposals  in  advance  of  a European  summit 
in  Brussels  later  this  week. 
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A recent  study  showed  that  up  to  two  million  people  in  France  many 
of  them  Moslem,  now  live  in  areas  blighted  by  social  exclusion, 
domestic  violence  and  racial  discrimination.  The  unemployment  rate 
among  those  of  Algerian  or  Moroccan  origin  is  running  at  around  thirty 
percent  and  even  higher  for  the  young.  Thanks  partly  to  such  problems, 
the  centre-right  government  of  Jacques  Chirac  was  roundly  defeated 
in  regional  and  European  elections  earlier  this  year.  Cynics  suggest 
that  these  measures  are  aimed  at  winning  back  the  voters  in  the  run 
up  to  presidential  elections  in  three  years?  time.

This  is  the  latest  in  a string  of  high  profile  stunts  by  activist  fathers  demanding 
more  access  to  their  children.  But  it  could  cause  the  biggest  stir  yet.  The  man, 
named  as  Jason  Hatch,  managed  to  evade  Palace  security  and  climb  onto  a 
ledge  next  to  the  main  balcony,  where  the  Royal  Family  greet  the  crowds  on 
special  occasions.  Dressed  as  the  Caped  Crusader,  he  unfurled  a large  banner 
which  said  Super  Dads  of  Fathers  For  Justice,  and  waved  at  passers-by.  Another 
campaigner,  David  Pyke,  who  was  dressed  as  Batman's  sidekick  Robin,  said  he 
and  Mr  Hatch  managed  to  get  over  the  palace  railings  while  other  members  of  the 
group  scaled  the  front  gate  to  distract  armed  police.  They  then  used  an  extendable 
ladder  to  climb  the  building  itself. 

However,  Mr  Pyke  said  he  was  not  arrested  immediately  and  was  able  to  climb 
back  out  of  the  compound.  The  police  threw  a cordon  around  the  entire  area  - and 
brought  in  a cherry  picking  crane,  which  after  lengthy  negotiations  was  used  to 
bring  Mr  Hatch  down.  The  incident,  which  was  broadcast  live  on  television,  is 
hugely  embarrassing  for  Palace  security  - at  a time  of  heightened  concern  over 
the  threat  of  terrorism.  No  members  of  the  Royal  Family  were  at  the  Palace  but 
it?s  likely  the  Queen  will  not  be  amused. 
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Chanting  and  holding  banners,  Philippine  protesters  marched  to  the 
presidential  palace,  calling  on  President  Gloria  Arroyo  to  lift  a ban 
against  working  in  Iraq.  Most  of  the  demonstrators  at  this  and  other 
recent  protests  are  jobless.  They  say,  without  work  in  Iraq  they  have 
no  chance  to  feed  their  families  and  escape  poverty  at  home. 

Lorry  driver  Angelo  dela  Cruz  was  released  by  Islamic  militants  in  Iraq 
last  month  after  President  Arroyo  agreed  to  their  demands  to  withdraw 
fifty-one  Philippine  soldiers.  The  pull-out  drew  sharp  criticism  from  the 
United  States  and  other  allies  but  won  widespread  support  at  home. 
Around  eight  million  Filipinos  - that's  a tenth  of  the  population  - work 
overseas.  More  than  four  thousand  work  in  Iraq,  mostly  as  labourers 
and  drivers,  but  every  day  hundreds  more  queue  outside  recruitment 
agencies  in  the  Philippines  for  a chance  to  go.  A third  of  Filipinos  live 
on  a dollar  a day.  The  billions  of  dollars  overseas  workers  send  home 
every  year  means  the  difference  between  mere  survival  and  a better 
life.  President  Arroyo  has  asked  her  officials  to  study  whether  it's  safe 
to  end  the  ban  on  going  to  Iraq.  But  for  the  protesters  and  other  workers 
here,  they  are  ready  to  leave  now. 
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The  Republicans  gather  in  New  York  for  the  first  time  in  their  history 
with  one  central  aim.  They  want  to  persuade  America's  small  but 
immensely  significant  band  of  undecided  voters  that  the  President 
deserves  their  support.  To  that  end,  the  Republican  platform  will  be 
dominated  by  social  liberals,  inclusive  characters  who  are  not 
necessarily  close  friends  of  President  Bush  but  who  have  decided  to 
give  their  blessing  to  his  re-election  bid.

It  was  a memorable  day  for  thousands  of  war  veterans  from  fourteen 
nations  which  played  a part  in  D-Day  or  the  Battle  of  Normandy. 

ozens  of  memorial  services,  fly-pasts  and  gatherings  on  famous 
battlefields  turned  it  into  a huge  festival  of  commemoration  on  the 
beaches  and  towns  of  Normandy.  The  veterans  had  pride  of  place  as 
they  honoured  their  fallen  comrades  in  the  war  cemeteries. 
i Among  more  than  twenty  world  leaders,  US  President  Bush  and 
I France's  President  Chirac  paid  their  own  emotional  tributes  and  put 
r current  political  differences  aside. 

Mr  Bush  said  the  transatlantic  alliance,  forged  in  war,  was  as  strong 
and  necessary  as  ever.  Mr  Chirac  said  France  would  never  forget  the 
debt  of  gratitude  it  owed  to  the  nations  which  liberated  France  and 
much  of  Europe.  He  also  declared  that  France's  cooperation  with 
Germany  was  an  example  to  others  of  reconciliation  and  international 
understanding. 
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It  was  billed  as  the  Guangdong,  Hong  Kong  and  Macau  Fight  of 
Champions.  In  reality  it  was  just  a series  of  fights  between  crickets 
in  a backstreet  social  club.  But  the  police  suspected  the  battling  insects, 
or  rather  their  owners,  were  playing  for  high  stakes.  They  raided  the 
premises,  arresting  the  players,  confiscating  the  crickets  and  more 
than  a thousand  dollars  in  cash  as  well  as  what  they  describe  as 
gambling  paraphernalia. 

The  police  say  five  of  those  arrested  were  believed  to  have  connections 
with  organised  crime  gangs,  known  here  as  triads.  The  club  claimed 
it  was  a legitimate  business.  Cricket  fights,  which  were  a popular 
pastime  in  the  nineteen-fifties  and  sixties,  are  quite  rare  in  Hong  Kong 
nowadays.

It's  reported  that  a champion  cricket 
can  cost  more  than  two-and-a-half-thousand  dollars.  Those  who  trade 
them  hunt  out  the  fiercest  insects  and  devote  many  hours  to  training 
them.

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ur  ey  a o bied  long  and  hard  for  this  position.  Its  victory  in  the 
election  will  bring  great  pleasure  to  the  government.  Mr  Ihsanoglu  won 
a surprisingly  easy  victory,  gaining  thirty  two  votes  to  the  twelve  given 
to  both  Bangladesh  and  Malaysia. 


The  victory  is  interesting  for  both  the  organisation  and  for  Turkey  itself. 
For  Turkey,  in  the  year  when  it  hopes  to  receive  a date  for  membership 
negotiations  with  the  EU  to  begin,  its  victory  gives  added  weight  to  its 
claim  to  be  a bridge  between  Europe  and  the  Islamic  world. 


For  the  organisation  and  its  member  states,  the  choice  may  indicate  a 
further  movement  towards  reform.  The  Turkish  government  presented 
Mr  Ihsanoglu  as  a reform  candidate,  both  in  terms  of  the  organisation 
and  the  wider  Islamic  world.  The  choice  of  the  Turkish  candidate  follows 
a speech  by  the  outgoing  secretary  general  in  which  he  highlighted 
what  he  called  the  extensive  backwardness  of  the  Islamic  world. 
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This  merger  brings  together  some  of  the  biggest  artists  in  the  world, 
from  Britney  Spears  to  Bruce  Springsteen.  The  new  company,  to  be 
called  Sony  BMG,  will  have  roughly  a quarter  of  global  sales  and  will 
rival  Universal  Music  for  the  number  one  spot. 

The  EU  s authorities  had  originally  raised  concerns  about  the  deal, 
fearing  the  concentration  of  power  would  hit  consumers  in  their  pockets. 
But  granting  approval,  the  European  Commission  said  it  did  not  have 
strong  enough  evidence  to  oppose  it.  That's  a view  not  shared  by  many 

independent  record  companies  who  have  warned  the  deal  will  make  I 
ife  much  tougher  for  them. 

The  music  industry  has  been  rocked  by  four  years  of  falling  worldwide 
sales  and  the  rise  of  online  music  and  piracy.  This  merger  will  allow 
Sony  BMG  to  make  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars'  worth  of  cost 
savings.  Up  to  a quarter  of  staff  are  expected  to  lose  their  jobs

The  country's  already  seen  a boom  in  cheap  travel  to  South  East  Asia. 
It's  hard  to  characterise  the  cultural  effects,  although  easier  to  tally 
the  vital  economic  impact  on  China's  neighbours.  Now  it'll  be  the  turn 
of  Europeans  to  come  into  increasing  contact  with  yet  another  facet 
of  China's  international  presence  - albeit  through  the  distorting  mirror 
that  mass  tourism  so  often  seems  to  provide. 
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This  is  an  important  week  for  Ayad  Ailawi.  His  visit  to  Britain  is  a 
prelude  to  talks  in  New  York  on  Tuesday  with  President  Bush  and  on 
Friday  he'll  deliver  a speech  to  the  UN  General  Assembly. 

He  s already  spelt  out  some  of  themes  he's  anxious  to  address.  Iraq 
needs  the  world  to  honour  its  pledges  of  economic  aid  and  to  write 

off  most  of  Iraq's  foreign  debt  And  it  needs  help  in  training  its 
fledgling  security  forces. 


But  if  Mr  Ailawi  has  some  urgent  demands  to  put  to  world  leaders 
they  have  some  urgent  questions  to  put  to  him.  What  makes  him  so 
sure  he  can  gain  the  upper  hand  against  the  insurgents  responsible 
for  the  bombings  and  kidnappings?  What  makes  him  so  confident 
elections  can  go  ahead  in  January  when  the  UN  Secretary-General 
and  others  have  warned  that’s  impossible  if  current  levels  of  insecurity 
persist?  And  what  does  he  plan  to  do  about  Fallujah  and  other  towns 
which  right  now  are  effectively  in  the  hands  of  the  insurgents? 


As  the  Iraqi  prime  minister  continues  his  travels,  and  the  violence 
continues  back  home,  the  more  urgent  the  questions  will  become 
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After  the  opening  session,  the  Commissioner  of  the  new  Council, 

Said  Djinnit,  told  journalists  that  it  would  not  be  possible  to  solve  all 
of  Africa  s problems,  but  at  least  it  would  now  have  a mandate  to  try. 
What  distinguishes  the  African  Union  from  its  predecessor  - the 
Organisation  of  African  Unity  - can  be  found  tucked  away  in  Article  4 
(h)  of  its  charter  - the  Constitutive  Act.  This  allows  the  AU  to  intervene 
in  a member  state  in  what  are  called  'grave  circumstances'  - where 
there  have  been  war  crimes,  genocide  or  crimes  against  humanity. 
This  is  the  political  justification  that  now  overrides  the  old  cry  - that 
any  action  without  the  permission  of  a member  state  would  be 
interference  in  its  internal  affairs. 

?The  real  question  now  is  whether  the  AU  will  have  the  muscle  to  put 
this  into  practice.  The  answer  is  - only  slowly.  Getting  a robust  force 
to  back  the  African  Union's  political  decisions  will  be  some  time  in 
coming.  Until  then  the  United  Nations  will  have  to  fill  the  void.
